To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  : 

In  conformity  with  section  6  of  an  ordinance  relating 
to  the  Fire  Department,  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  my 
annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  machines  and  apparatus  belonging  to  the  City, 
and  in  use  for  the  extinguishment  of  Fires  are  in  good 
order  and  condition  for  the  purposes  intended. 

The  loss  by  Fire  has  been  about  $13,400.  The  De- 
partment has  been  called  out  by  alarms  of  fire  five 
times. 

There  have  been  1000  feet  of  leading  hose  purchased 
and  a  new  roof  put  upon  Engine  House  No.  1,  without 
any  additional  appropriation  than  that  made  last  year, 
which  was  $5000,  and  which  was  $1000  less  than  it 
should  have  been,  without  any  extra  expenditures^ 
which  will  account  for  the  overdraw  of  the  appropria- 
tion. 

I  return  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duty  at  all  times  in  cases  of  fire.
